LANCASTER GETS NOD BY SELECTMEN 
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At a press conference last night, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Donald Kidder, announced the appointment of Cecil 
0. Lancaster, of Mansfield, Mass., as the new town manager 


of Wilmington. 


Mr. Lancaster, an applicant 


for the position last March, 


had in effect been elected by 
a 3 to 2 vote of the Board of 
Selectmen, at that time. Only 
after a recall vote, in which 
Selectman DeFelice (who had 
voted for Mr. Lancaster ear- 
lier) switched his vote, did 
the present town manager 
emerge victorious. 

Mr. Lancaster, 44, married 
with two children, was born in 
St. Albans, Maine and is a grad- 
tate of Maine Institute, Scheol 
of Aeronautics in Newark, New 
Jersey, and the University of 


A World War II veteran, he 
served five years in the ser- 
vice, 36 months of which were 
in the South Pacific Theatre 
of operations. 

He has served in capacity of 
town manager in Hartland, 
Maine, 1952 and 1953; Wells, 
Maine, 1953 to 1955; and Mans~ 
field, Mass., from 1955 to the 


present date. 
Mr:Lancaster ‘was first noti- 


fied of the opening here in 
Wilmington by Chairman Don 
Kidder and came down from 
Bangor, Maine (where he was 
vacationing)to be interviewed. 

In a conversation with the 
Board of Selectmen in Mans~ 
field, tne Chairman told Don 
Kidder that ‘Mr. Lancaster was 
the most honest, efficient, 
straight forward type of 
gentleman that he had ever 
met, and was very sorry to see 
him leave.’’ Mr. Lancaster’s 
resignation will be formally 
accepted by the Board of Sel- 
ectmen in Mansfield at their 
next meeting. 

His salary will be the same 
as former town manager Cala- 
brese, for the remainder of 
this year. ($8,200) 

It is expected that Mr. Lan- 
caster may’ take-up his mana- 
gerial duties here in Wilming- 
ton at the latter part of 
August, at which time he will 
probakly have located his 


famtly-in the town.

The famous little old Model 
T Ford fire engine that was 
seen going to all types of 
fires in Wilmington years ago, 
is now being preserved at the 
National Fire Museum, Inc., at 
Edaville, South Carver, Mass. 
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It was made by Howe Fire Co. 
and originally used at Rutland 
Mass., for a number of years. 
It is supposed to be about the 
vintage of 1921. Sometime 
after 1923 a new engine was 
installed in it. The Town of 
Wilmington purchased it and 
used it for a number of years 
before retiring it. 

It was later donated to the 
National Tire Museum in Newton 
where it was restored and is 
back in operating condition 


again. 

This, engine had a triplex 
type piston pump that was 
operated by a large chain 
driven gear. A special trans- 
mission gave it two speeds 
forward in place of the Ford’s 
usual speeds, the same trans- 
mission also operating the 
Dump. It had a tank of about 


‘50 gallons for water to be 


used in place of the old time 
chemical tanks which required 
the soda and acid. This could 
well be the beginning of the 
present day booster tanks on 
fire apparatus. It is a rather 
odd looking affair, but it is 
a wonde. ful piece of fire 
fight equipment and should be 
seen to be appreciated. 

Also at Edaville are the 
last remaining two foot steal 
trains that once did both 
passenger and freight service 
in several sections of Maine 
in the Gay Nineties. A visit 
to Edaville is well worth the 
trip as it is both historical 
and educational and.has items 
of interest for every member 
of the family.

THE OTHER DAY 


We heard an interesting thins 
recently from a horticultrist. 
It seems that ordinary trees 
and plants obtain 90% of their 
nutrition from the air and 
only 10% of it from the soil. 
By a tree’s use of the amazing 
agent chlorophyl the leaves 
absorb carbon from the air 
which gives it most of its 
substance, while the roots 
drink water from the soid with 
all of its chemical materials 
essential to production of 
more chlorophyl and growth of 
the tree or plant. Most trees 
and plants use NINE MORE ele- 
ments in their growth than 
used by animal life, including 
carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nit~ 
rogen, sulphur, phosphorus, 
potassium, calcium, magnesium, 
iron, , boron, copper 
and zinc. After the needed 
elements are separated from 
the water taken in by the 
roots, the excess water is 
then given off by the leaves 
in the form of vapor. It is 
estimated that an ordinary elm 
tree of medium size will tran- 
spire up to 20,000 pounds of 
water in one single warm dry 
day. And we think of a tree as 
still life! Obviously there is 
more truth than poetry in the 
poem TREES, by Joyce Kilmer, - 
wherein he says, ‘Only God can 
make a tree’’. Until we think 
of things like this we think 
of the maintenance and service 
of today’s motors as complex..
